•whether the nnimal is supplied from the 
Water company hydrant or not and it is 
also claimed there arc overcharges in 
many other directions.

against the Water company that will 
prove far more bitter than the one of 
-the corporation against the city of Ha- 
cine to recover $180.000 for alleged ex 
ocssive use of water through the famous 
flushing tanks case' \vliieli has just been 
dropped. 


According to the franchise of the lla- 


eiuo Water company, that corporatioi 
id obliged to give the city fire protection 
This is taken to mean all of the factor 
ies. During the past eight or ten years- 
11 good per eont of the manufacturing 
concerns of the oily havo caused to be 
plaoed in their plants the sprinkling sys- 
tem, considered the very best of fire pro- 
tection. 


SETTLE FOK HALF OF HILL. 


The Water company has been charg- 


ing ten cent* a head for this protection. 
A head ia one of the tubes where water' 
is supposed to escape in ease of five. One 
factorv of the city has seven thousand 
heads "connected with the system. This 
would mean $700 per your for the Ka- 
uine Water company. A bill for this 
amount was presented, but an objection 
was raised on the ground that not a sin- 
gle gallon of water wns used during the 
your! Finally a, compromise was made 
an* a settlement for that year arranged 
for $450. 


It is understood that the Water com- 


pany claim that a meter should be plac- 
ed in connection with this-system and 
l.liat if no water was used there would 
be no charges. The insurance compan- 
ies demand that there shall be nn unob- 
structed How of water through the pipes 
and that a. meter might stop the flow to 
n certain extent, and then it might get 
out of order in the wrong time and for 
that reason no meters were phiced, 


There is one. factory in the city which 


has been paying $50 per year for ten 
-•ears, on account of this sprinkling sys- 
tem and they have never used a gallon 
of water. There are others who have 
paid double and triple the amount and 
used no water. While the Water com- 
pany claim this is an honest and legal 
charge, the manufacturers claim not and 
a meeting has boon held and soon the 
question will bo fought out in the high- 
est courts in the land, in fact one manu- 
facturer said he was willing to pay all 
expenses for the litigation. 


Manufacturers point to the franchise 


of tho company to prove that these 
charges are illegal and that the Water 
company can bo compelled to stop it 
and perhaps made to return what money 
has already beeu collected, amounting to 
many thousands of dollars. 


PROVISIONS OF FBANCTUSK. 


Section VI of tho franchise- says the 


company shall at all time* supply three 
hundred hydrants with sufficient water 
for the extinguishing of fires, for flushing

MILWAUKEE PAYS NOTHING. 


"Following comas a paragraph which

This is where the Racine manufactur- 


ers claim they have the Water company. 
In the city of Milwaukee there arc hun- 
dreds of factories 
equipped with the 


sprinkling fire protection system. Not a 
cent is charged for this protection, while 
in Racine, as has been stated the Kacinc 
Water company charges 10 cents por 
head1, ranging in factories from $50 to 
$700 per year. Now this is according to 
tho rates contained in the Milwaukee 
rate book of 18S5 and consequently the 
Rac-ine Water company is expected to 
live up to the franchise and furnish the 
manufacturers fire protection by those 
sprinklers free of charge. 


TO BUT WATER PLANT? 


Another question of vital importance 


nt this time is up to tho people of the 
city, and that is, whether they desire to 
buy the water plant at the expiration of 
the present franchise. If they do, now 
is the time to commence proceedings in 
that direetion. The ordinance or fran- 
chise was approved or grcJited by the 
council on March 39, 1886, and accepted 
by the Water company March 29 of tho 
same year. At the expiration of fifteen 
vcars from the completion of said works, 
and their acceptance by the .common 
council, and at the expiration of each 
fivn years period thereafter, the city has 
tho "right to buy the works, including 
everything. 


PROVISO FOR ARBITRATION. 


The first five year period will expire 


within two years. The franchise says 
that if the company and the city council 
lire unable to agree upon ft price for the 
works within forty days after notice is 
served, their value price shall be ascer- 
tained and established by three disinter-

Causes Leading Up to 
the Present Condition 
In the East —Charac- 
teristics of the Rus- 
sians and the Japs 


' X reviewing the present trouble be- 


tween Japan and Russia and its 
probable outcome it is necessary 
to consider the motive actuating 


•each of the parties to the conflict .To 
Russia a war with Japaj>.-or -with any 
other country, for that matter—would 
mean ^.territorial or other'aggrandize-, 
iment and nothing more. To Japan war, 
..•with Russia means 'national existence 
'almost, for Japan, right or wrong, has 
iconstituted herself the guardian of the 
east and -wishes to appear before the 
'•world as' the orlflamine in the modern- 
ization o£ the orient. She has a. quar- 
•rel with Russia not only because she 
Dislikes the czar's methods with refer- 
ence to herself, but nlso because, if she 
should permit him to go on as he has 
ibeffun in the east, Japan -will be forced 
forever into the background. Thus it 
is that the mikado today has the sym- 
pathy of practically the entire civilized 
.•world. He is standing for the rights of 
other nations besides his own, whereas 
fRussla stand* for the rights of but one 
'nation—Russia. 
A New Japan. 


Not that Japan lilies Eussla. 
Far 


'from It Indeed, she hns good cause to 
;fpel anything but friendly toward thr 
."bear." She has never forgiven Russii 
'for the contemptible port that country 
played in the settlement between Chinu 
and Japan. When the Chloo-Japanese 
war began, there was not one military 
man out of a hundred who did not 
tuluk'. that Chi-na would project her 
hordes Into Korea and literally, sweep 
the timorous Japs into the sea. Those 
•who called attention to the fact that 
Japan had succeeded In- getting togeth- 
er the nucleus of a very respectable 
navy, wero met with the statement that 
China' had been doing something along 
that line herself, .ind that even on the 
sea she was apt to demonstrate that 
numbers would count over the slight 
additional intelligence which It was 
conceded that Japan possessed. The 
battle of the Yalu put to rout the sup- 
porters of the Chinese'navy, and the 
light at Port Arthur disposed, of what- 
ever •consideration the Chinese army 
might previously have been entitled to. 
But after all, it was not that China's 
prowess had been • overestimated. Ja- 
pan's simply had been underestimated. 
In short, it was the same old China 
which went to war, but a different, a 
every different, Japan. 
Strong on Land and Sea. 


When Japan, flushed with victory 


•nud anxious to emulate the example of 
the more liberal larger nations in her 
peace 
settlement, 
suggested terms

peer of any in the world. She has also 
paid a great deal of attention to tier 
arnn% and, while she does 'not keep 
under arms a very large body of .men, 
thosi; which sbe has are soldiers in ev- 
ery sense of the word. 
Russia's Duplicity. 


Enesia's disinterestedness was • ex- 


posed when on the pretext'of "pacify- 
in"" Manchuria ste poured 200,000 
men into that'country in 1900 and then 
after the war o£.,the allied nations 
against China contrived by every arti- 
fice known to diplomacy to hold on to 
Manchuria. She hod her railroad con- 
necting the Russian and Chinese cap- 
itals, and naturally she was anxious to 
hold on to the territory it traversed. 
Since then, 'while the local authorities 
have, been Chinese, they are merely 
underlings of the Russian representa- 
tives, to whom everything must be re- 
ported. 
Pressure, however, finally became so 


strong and the other nations so insist- 
ent for some expression of Russia's ulti- 
mate intentions concerning Manchuria 
that Russia about a year ago formally 
declared that she would get out Oct. 8, 
1903. 
Kor that reason the recent an- 


nouncement .that she intended to re- 
main in Manchuria'practically perma- 
nently "in the interest of outside enter- 
prises" (to say nothing of her own rail- 
roads and the coal which they need and 
which is found, in abundance in the 
mines of Manchuria) came as a thun- 
derclap from a clear sky to tho few 
diplomatists who occasionally, seriously 
regard the utterances 'of the czar's gov- 
ernment. It was to be expected that 
this should be denounced as a .canard, 
but It is pretty well understood that 
the statement was inspired and was 
issued'as a feeler. If it was designed 
to produce results it disappointed no 
one, for England, Japan and the Unit- 
ed States immediately asked what it 
all meant. Now Russia says that she 
will get out when she considers it safe 
to do so, but she also declared at the 
close of the Chinese war that she would 
"soon" evacuate Manchuria. 


Japan ksew full well that Russia 


would "consider It safe" to get out of 
Manchuria' concurrently with the blow- 
ing of the horn by the angel Gabriel, 
and Russia knew that Japan knew it. 
The mikado then realized that the czar 
had practically announced that it was 
Japau's move. He therefore notified 
Russia that as the time for the evacua- 
tion of Munchuria had passed It was 
out right, with Korea (Japan's special 
charge, which had already cost her one 


tome ttine, but It Is certain, that she 
Bought to break down the predominat- 
ing influence of Japan-in the Hermit. 
Kingdom. Indeed, she -went much fur- 
ther than tie proper regard for tho 
rights of an 'ostensibly friendly nation 
ihould brre permitted her to go. Nat- 
urally Japan wanted to know wbat she 
was about Thwi began negotiations 
concerning K0*ea. Russia actually bad 
the assurance to . propose to Japan 
terms with reference to Korea, a coun- 
try with which, «o far as the facts are 
generally understood, she has as much 
right to Interfere as the United. States 
would have, the position of "watchdog 
of Korea" by common consent among 
the nations of the -world, havtag long 
gince been accorded to Japan by reason 
of her proximity and later because of 
her having fairly won the distinction in 
her war with China. But the purpose 
of the Russian government had been 
accomplished, and Korea appeared to 
be the issue, while Manchuria was, at 
least temporarily, forgotten. 


Jspan. Perry's mission was to over- 
awe the Japanese into .'extending. to 
American -ships, the privileges, then en- 
joyed by the Dutch only. ;;jai«tory. does 
not say to what lengths he was pre- 
pared to go should his show of; fore* 
prove Insufficient, the "fact, being that 
the mere, sight of ,th8 warships was 
enough to convince'the shogun df:the 
expediency of acceding to Perry's wish- 
es. Accordingly,. ™uoh against the de- 
sires of the mighty'daimios,'American 
trade was granted .access to two ports. 
As might have been expected/'the'Bu- 
ropean powers were not slow to profit 
by the example, forcing similar conces- 
sions until, little- by little, the shogun 
had surrendered the domestic trade of 
the country to the control.of the treaty 
powers." Out of this.Btate-of affairs ul- 
timately grew the revolution of 1868,. in 
which • several of the '"most influential 
among the daimios took''charge of the 
person of .the young. milzadQ, Mutsuhi- 
to, declared their intention of .restoring 
him to full power as the. real ruler of 


Their itiength, as may be imagined, 
was time.and,again tested during that 
trying march in the summer of 1900. 
..Their.--agility, was. at'.ill;.times in evi- 
dence, .but'perhaps never more'so than 
during the storming of Tientsin.

- Quiet, orderly, polite, earnest—such

Meanwhile the mikado became insist- 
ent-so inptetent In. fact, that the pow- 
ers that be 'at St Petersburg deemed 
It necessary to create a diversion. This 
"diversion" was characteristically Rn»- 
slan. Affecting to'reewcd the Manehn- 
rtan matter as a "res adjndlcata," Rus- 
sia began to- encroach upon Korean ter- 
ritory. Ja»t what steps she took in that 
direction the methods of diplomacy 
if4JI; not .permit of our. knowing for 


Bnt.slirewd as are theczar'sdiplomats, 
he mikado has about him a few men, 
ike Ito and Komura, who know a bit 
about diplomacy themselves. 
They 


had permitted the Russians to go on 
and on and on assuming that the Japs 
lad forgotten that Manchuria is> still 
on the map. They were merely biding 
their time. Therefore when tbe Rus- 
sian statesmen, in response to one of 
their notes dealing with Korea and the 
"Issue" there, received.a communica- 
tion from Tokyo bodily shifting the 
whole discussion back to Manchuria, 
whence it had originally begun and | 
where it really belonged, there wa» but 
one thing to do—assume to Ignore it 
This they did, and this Japan refused 
to accept as being a warrantable posi- 
tion on the part of Russia. As Russia 
could not well afford. to back down 
after having been checkmated in what 
she had regarded as a very clever bit 
of land grabbing, a clash then became 
inevitable. 
When two nations spring at each 


other's throat figuratively speaking, 
there are more things to be considered 
in speculating -upon the probable out: 
come than mere numbers of men or 
ships. 
After all, it is the individual 


who brings success. American soldiers 
are regarded as being of more value 
In the field than the soldiers of any 
nation and yet from the strictly tech- 
nical standpoint they are probably the 
poorest soldiers.in the world. Except 
for the handful of men who constitute 
the regular army, the United States 
has no troops ready to do field duty 03 
it Is understood in Germany and'Rus- 
sia and even in France. The condi- 
tions render that unnecessary. But, 
as has been, demonstrated on several 
occasions, the American in six mouths 
is converted into • the most valuable 
military man the world has ever seen. 
That is because ho Is a thinking indi- 
vidual. 
Your well drilled man la all 


right so long as he has officers to lead 
aim but the moment the head disap- 
pears tbe army becomes a disorganized 
mob, not knowing what to do or how 
to do it 
With, the American tho of- 


ficer's principal duty Is to let his men 
know what he wishes them to do. 
That is all that is necessary. The men 
find a way to do It, and the officers 
don't bother to inquire too closely into 
the methods which brought about the 
desired result. 
Japan's Transformation. 


But even the American soldier Is in 


a measure put in the shade by the Jap 
for the latter is full to bursting of en 
thuslasm born of his self assumed di 
rectorship of civilisation in the east 
Regarded as a nation, Japan is new 
regarded as soldiers, the Japanese are 
so new that the paint hasn't ret worn 
off. But they have the right spirit, an< 
they -have demonstrated,to,the -world 
that they are to earnwt. A brief re- 
trospect jnst here may serve to show 
'the really - wonderful .strides made .by 
the Japanese.

The Russian Army. 


And now for a glance, at the other 


side of the picture. It would be futile 
-o contend that, the Russian army is 
not one of the most powerful war en- 
gines the world has ever seen. : Equally 
absurd would it be to--hesitate to ad- 
mit that the Russian soldier, from the 
old world hypertechalcal standpoint is 
not one of the best that military science 
is capable of producing. 


Russia has the- greatest army on 


earth. It consists of over 1,000,000 
men in times of peace, which may eas- 
ily be increased to 4,000,000. in the 
event of war. ' The magnitude of the 
czar's military establishment may tfe 
realized if one considers, the fact that 
the Russian army even on a peace foot- 
ing contains more officers alone dan 
the American army has of both officers 
and men. 


On a peace footing, as at present 


constituted, the armies' of the czar are 
made up of about 62 per cent infantry 
12 per cent cavalry, 14 per cent artll 
lory, 3 per cent engineers, 3 per cent 
commissariat and departmental troops 
and 6 per cent Cossacks. These pro- 
portions give but little Idea, however 
of the relative importance of tbe va 
rious arms of the service. ^Vhile by no 
means the largest numerically, the 
most conspicuous and effective portion 
of the army Is the cavalry, .together 
with tie kindred though irregular 
body of troops known as' the Cossacks 


In fact Russia places cb'ief relianc 


on her war horses. Of these there an 
4,000,000 in the empire 'that have ba< 
actual training In tbe army and tha 
can be requisitioned In case of enter 
gency for cavalry duty. 
A Mighty War Engine. 


And the horsemen! They have n 


cqi'.al in the world, these wild rider 
of Russia. It Is probably due to th 
great plains and the vasfdistances t 
be.traversed that the Muscovites ar 
veritably reared in the saddle. Ce 
tainly there are no other people who s 
love the horse, who so cultivate, hie 
and who have such mastery over bin 
As' a result the" Slavic empire baa a 
most half of the horses of the worl 
As another result tlio men ride .Ilk 
cowboys. 
Every year a million men become e 


gible to enter the Russian army. A 
only about 300,000 are required, over

Muscovite Peculiarities. . 


Tha Russian is gregarious in a mark- 


ed degree: The communal life has ex- 
isted in his villages from time Imme- 
•morial. ' This sort of rough, elemental 
altruism Is carried'into the .army, and fs 
In .fact its distinctive spirit: It-marks 
the Muscovite soldier as .peculiar.' It 
gives 'him a certain, stolid bravery 
which was recognized.. In, the famous 
remark of Napoleon that. J'lt.-ls. not 
enough to klllta Russian soldier; you 
must also push him over." . 


This'habit of personal effa'ceinent of 
llnd obedience, of almost slavishness, 
is shown nowhere more plainly than in 


lie manner of. the private soldier in, ad- 
resstng an officer. He stands rigidly 
t "attention" with his hand at his cap 
iroughout the entire conversation., He 
lever presumes to answer a question 
with a direct "yes" or "no," .but -with a 
qualified "quite so" or "not.exactly so." 
He invariably uses the title of "your 
excellency" or "your Ulustrlousness" or 
'your nobility" or even "your high no- 
bility."

Russia, the Undefeated. 
• 


The diet of the Muscovite when in1 


tbe field is simplicity itself. It is 
argely vegetarian. • Cabbage soup, po- 
tatoes peas, beans, macaroni and vari- 
ous kinds of porridges are the staple 
foods. These, with the black rye bread 
and occasionally a small amount of 
meat make up the army fare. \Tet 
like the Roman soldier,;who also lived 
on a vegetable, diet, these'men can en- 
dure hardships such as thtf--ordinary 
civilian can scarcely^ conceive.' The 
"moving kitchen"-is one feature of /the 
Russian camp that'is unique and that 
Is being copied by. other'European ar- 
mies. It is whjii its name implies, a 
veritable kitchen on wheels that ac- 
companies the army on all its marches, 
as indispensable as its camp equipages, 
its artillery and its ammunition—In 
fact it supplies the ammunition for the 
human war machines, furnishing dy- 
namic force that when released in time 
of battle is -hurled against the enemy 
with terrific effect. 


Russia has never been defeated, if 


the rather Inconclusive Crimean war be 
cxcepted. Steadily, resistlessly, she has 
spread her dominion over Finland, over 
Poland, over Turkey, over Manchuria. 
Even the matchless genius, of a Napo- 
leon was unequal to tho task of pene- 
trating tills human mass. No nation of 
either ancient or modern times has ever 
been so unified, so organic. 


In tbe matter of navies there is little 


to choose between Russia, and Japan. 
Russia has more ships, but many of 
them are locked up in the Black sea, 
and many more of them dare not leave 
the Baltic. Then, too, while a fair pro- 


Birth of a Nation. 


Tbe ultimate result of the rebellion 


was anything but pleasant even for 
those daimios who had participated in 
the restoration of the mikado.

In this act can be discerned -what has

kraut famine throughout the land. -While 
there is not exactly a famine, there is a 
great scarcity of kraut. Mr. Fred Guen- 
ther, who is the largest dealer in this 
state, ivas interviewed on the subject 
this morning. Mr, Guenther said: "No, 
I don't believe there is a famine and the 
prices are not going out of sight. I 
have entirely sold out my supply, num- 
bering 7,000 barrels, and I received on 
an average of,$5 .per barrel. 
All of the 


crop was sent to eastern states, Penn- 
sylvania getting the largest amount. 


"If I had more sauerkraut now I be- 


lieve it -would bring $6 a barrel. Of 
course there are instances whtre $10 a 
cask is paid. In these casks there is 
more than in a barrel. So far as I 
know there is not ;a famine, and is 86t 
likely to be. "Wien'the supply'is goine 
it nafeuraBy goes out of consumption."

erty Owners. 


Binning of Interurban Cars Over City 


Streets Imposes. "Additional 


Burdens"—Affects Bacine 


Residents. 


Yesterday the supreme court rendere'd 


a decision that -will be of'umisualfintcr- 
e«tj to the people of\iUcine. ' It wa» in 
the cane ot Laura..Younkin and twenty- 
five others, owners of property oh Lin- 
coln avenue, in Waukesha, against the 
Milwaukee ' Light) Heat and 
Traction 


e'ompany, that'the running of iKterurbun 
traini and care over'streets within'the 
city limits is an "additional, burden" 
upon property abutting on such, streets 
and the owners of such abutting proper: 
ty can recover compensation. 


Chief Justice Cassoday, who -wrote the 


opinion, says that, -while .authorities 
agree that a street railway strictly for 
the purpose of transporting persons from 
place to place «n the streets of a city 
is not an additional burden upon such 
streets, they also agree that a railway 
for the carriage of persons between cit- 
ies, which is constructed and operated 
upon a country highway, is an.' "addi- 
tional burden" upon such highway. The 
court holds that the entire line of rail- 
way from the city of Milwaukee to Wau- 
kcsha beach is an interurban railway, 
and that owners of property abutting on 
the streets over which, it passes are en- 
titled, to compensation. 


In view of the fact that numerous iu- 


terurb&n street railway lines are now 
operated or projected in Wisconsin this 
decision is of more than ordinary impor- 
tance. 


The Milwaukee, Bacine & Kenosha 


electric Railway company cars pass by 
tteveral hundred residences in Bacine. 
This means that every single . one 
of 


these property owners have a claim for 
compensation against . the interurban 
road for various amounts that may run 
up into the thousands. If this holds 
good the only thing for the Railway com- 
pany to do is to commence condemnation 
proceedings ilonjr its right of way. .This 
would extend from the limit* of Mil- 
waukee through, the county and city of 
Racine to Kenosha. 


CITIZENS'RIGHTS 


A decision of great importance to the 


owners of property proposed to be in- 
jured by the erection of unsightly poles 
by public service corporations was ren- 
dered by the supreme court yesterday 
in the case of E. W. Muflone against the 
Waukesha Electric Light company. The 
opinion was written by Justice Winslow 
and substantially declares that the in- 
terests of the property owner are para- 
mount to those granted by franchise to 
the corporation. 


The corporation in question proposed 


to erect a pole in front of the residence 
of the owner, notwithstanding his ob- 
jection. He secured an injunction and 
upon the appeal to the supreme court is 
sustained in his position. The 
court 


holds that the franchise-did not give tbe 
corporation 
the right to place 
poles 


wherever it chose against the objection 
and protest of the owner. The property 
owner's rights must be-considered para 
mount until tlie board of public works 
specifies the particular spot in the street 
where the pole may be placed.

journed at 8 o'clock 'and continued the 
session until 12 o'clock, adjourned' until 
the following morning at 9 o'clock aiid 
during tbe 26th by appointment called in 
a body upon the committee of both the 
house of representatives and .tbe senate, 
laying before the committee the very 
important subject of national assistance, 
towards the building of good roads in 
rural districts, and requesting the ap- 
propriation of $24,000,000 by the nation- 
al government to be available, to the ru- 
ral districts, which have first made an 
appropriation by the town, the county 
nnd the »t«to; tbe government then to 
pay one-half oT the construction of the 
rottds, the town, county, and state, pay- 
ing the o'ther half and that the amount 
to be appropriated to each state will be 
in proportion to the 
population; 
no 


state to receive less. than $250,000, no 
state or other district to receive any por- 
tion of the appropriation until they have 
first made the local appropriation and 
should any state,;or local section neglect 
to make tbejr proportion of the appro- 
priation before the ond of 1007. the sirm 
remaining unappropriated at tirat time, 
nhall be apportioned-per capita among 
the states that have made their appropri- 
ation, in accordance with the, provision 
of the law.

union hud already made appropriations

Horses Caught on the High 


1 
Eailroacl Bridge. 


LIVES OF 200 WEEE IN 


MOST DEADLY PERIL 


One of tbe Animals so Fastened That 


in Order to Avoid Long Delay, 


It Was KilJed by Police- 


man Johnson.' 


What might have been a bad wreck 


and resulted in loss of life, was narrow- 
ly averted on the Chicago & Northwest- 
ei n railway between 5 and 0 o'clock last 
night, at the big bridge crossing Rojrl 
liver west of the city. It was the 6-35 
noith bound passenger containing nearly 
200 passengeis and a coach load of high 
oflicials, and could easily have been de- 
railed and thrown-from the struetmc 
to the nvei below, a distance of sixty to 
eighty feet. Two wild horses lunmng 
out on the bridge were the cause and de- 
layed the tram one hour and lift eon 
minutes. 


Arthur Steele, a well known horse 


dealer and former of Mt. Pleasant, re- 
ceived a tar load of young hoises direct 
fiom the west 
The ammals weie un- 


loaded at Racine Junction. A number of 
thtm broke away. Two, in some man- 
iieij took the Chicago & Southwestern 
i ail way tracks noith, ran out on the 
trestle work anil their legs went be- 
iween the space separating the ties and 
Lheie they lay frantically attempting to 
;et out, but withoxit success. 


HAD PRESENCE OF MIND. 


J. W. Sickier, a mechanic employed at 


one of the Junction factories, happened 
to cross the big bridge, as a'short cut 
io his west Bide'hoiae. He discovered the 
aorses, knew, that the Gi35.- passenger 
;rain would soon be due and that if the 
train struck the horses, would be derail- 
ed and possibly thrown off on the ice of 


o river below. 
Hastening -to tjic nearest 
telephone 


Mr. Siekler notified, the Chicago & North: 
western Railway officials at the depot 
and Junction and then hurried back to 
;he bridge, intending to flflg the trai.ii in 
jase it had by chance passed the Junc- 
;ion. 


The train had not arrived, however, 


rat when it. came in the crew was noti- 
fied of the conditions at the bridge. It 
Hilled out to the south end of the struc- 
;ure and came to a stop. The engineer, 
iremaii, conductor and 
high 
officials 


->ilcd out and hurried to where the hor- 
ses were stalled on the span. 


By this time Policeman Martin Jolra- 


son and a large crowd of citizens gath- 
ered. •• The railway officials wanted the 
joliceman to .kill the horse, but Mr. 
Johnson did ;not want to run the risk. 
Finally one of the horses with tBe as- 
sistance of the crowd, got out and was 
•*ken away, but the other one, about 
orty feet out on the draw;\cbuld not be 
released. 


HARD ANIMAL TO KILL. 


The crew of the train was ordered by 


officials to-kill the beast. They secured 
i Colt's revolver and fired five bullets in- 
;6 the head of the'animal, but he refused 
;o die. Policeman Johnson . fired two 
norc shots and still the brute struggled, 
"hen a pickaxe was secured anU the po- 
icenian, after considerable difficulty, on 
iccount of the head of the animal haiig- 
ng over the west edge of the bridge, 
irushed the horse's skull. 


A chain was attached to the body, the 


ocomotive of the train pulled up, the 
nd of the .chain.was attached to» the pir 
ot and the engine backed and pulled 
he horse out, breaking every leg in so 
doing. The body was Tolled down the 
"ill and the train went on north. 


MET WITH SECOND DELAY. 


Before reaching.Milwaukee there was. 


another accident to one of the coupling* 
and' tlve train did not get into Milwaukee 
lepbt until nearly 9 o'clock. 


This morning the bridge where the 


lorse was killed and the ice on the river 
lelow,' were covered with blood, and prc- 
ented a gory appearance. 
The' railway company will pay Mr. 


iteele for the horse, worth $100. It was 
lertainly a pretty close escape from a 
wreck/'for it is doubtful if the train, once 
running across the bridge, could have 
>een stopped before hitting the horses.

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GOOD KOAJDS BY GOVERNMENT .AID. 


In comparing the Brownlow good road 


improvement bill with government river 
and harbor 
improvements, appropria- 


tions for government purposes of var- 
ious Winds as exhibits, relief funds, pen- 
sion funds, improvements in our island 
possessions, it must be. remembered, first 
r» the compared expenditures the'govern- 
j«»Tit assumes every dollar. No state is 
tt»ked to tufce a part, nor is there any in- 
dividual taxation. 


The Brownlow bill referred to is a 


bill in congress appropriating $24,000,000 
for the purpose of. good road construc- 
tion. Under tbe terms of the bill if a, 
state neglects to take advantage and ap- 
ply within thirty days after the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature after the. act is 
passed, for this national aid, highway of- 
ficiate having the necessary jurisdiction 
in any civil subdivision of a state may 
apply for the government aid. The bill 
however, cfoes not in fact appropriate all 
the expense, but only a part. Thus, if 
the state of Wisconsin applies for her 
share of the $2!M)08>000 which is $085,- 
579, tbe state must positively agree to 
expend as much more, making thus a 
hind of $1,130,000 for road improvement. 
But this is not all, the bill further pro- 
vides that .the state may save the direct 
appropriation of the required additional 
sura, and may assess it upon state, coun- 
ty, township and the farmer, this latter 
to the extent of five mills upon his as- 
sessed valuation. ' It can be said no road 
bill providing or permitting special as- 
sessments ought to be passed by con- 
gress. 
'Under this measure each state 


being required if accepting the terms of 
the bill to appi'opriatc a like am- 
ount, should also have been required to 
appropriate this money directly, arrang- 
ing for the amount to be expended by 
providing feed amounts for each county 
and paying the sum out of the state 
treasury. 


In all of the expenditures of the gen- 


eral government in 
international im- 


provements no individual has been asses- 
yed. It should if ao desirous according to 
the Brownlow bill of helping the farm- 
ers who admittedly possess a most 
wretched system of roads, help him, by 
relieving him from any mill tax what- 
ever on his property. The improvement 
of public roads is one of those public im- 
provements as of streets that should be 
paid for by the public at large which 
uses them. The pernicious system of 
special assessments .is employed in our 
municipalities, and is here sought again 
to compel the American farmer to;pay 
a part for that which for others the 
government does-for nothing. The bill 
should leave no such loophole for 
the 


contractors aud politicians in ¥be states. 
If our statesmen claim suoh disinterest- 
edness for the fawner, why do they not 
propose to help him as they have the 
business and commercial interests of our 
sea and lake ports. 
The terms of the 


bill should better provide for government 
road improvement to a certain amount 
and let the government Vuila the road 
juat as it does the work of river and 
harbor improving. 


But if congress deems this the best 


way, that the government aid be added

the Potter law •legislation disturbed no 
business serenity there may be a differ- 
ence of opinion. In the message of 
Crovernor ]_/udi?igtpn of Jan. 14, 1876 is 
found evidence to the contrary. From 
the Sentinel is taken the following cx- 
trncfc from this message: 


"The present .condition of the railway 


interests in ths state, and the existing 
laws affecting that system, are earnestly 
recommended to the consideration of the 
legislature. With the exception of the 
line from Portage to Stevens Point (a 
portion of the line to aid which the state 
received a land grant), which is now in. 
process of construction, no railways are 
being built within the limits of the state. 
"While the central and eastern portions 
of the state are well supplied with these 
facilities, the southwestern and northern 
portions are alniost

without 


them. None of the companies owning 
or operating lines within the state .have. 
paid dividends to their stockholders for 
the past two years. The line from Mil- 
waukee to Manitowoc. and thence to 
Appleton, has recently been sold under 
judicial proceedings growing out of a 
failure to pay interest on the first mort- 
gage bonds, those citizens and municipal 
corporations of the state' who had con- 
tributed largely to its construction los- 
ing their investment 


"After .referring to the- then existing 


statutes for the regulation of railroads 
and nn assertion of the right of the 
state to exercise that power within pro- 
per limits, a. right that had been affirm- 
ed by the supreme court, Gov.. Liiding- 
ton continued: 
> 


' "It cannot be denied that the existing 
laws, passed iri the exercise of this power 
have either justly or unjiistly impaired 
the credit of the state and of. its indi- 
vidual citizens in the commercial and fi- 
na,ncial centers of the world. With im- 
mense resources undeveloped, and a con- 
sequent need of capital from 
sources 


where it is in excess, the people find ca- 
pital repelled by legislation which would 
seem to be so far in conflict with the 
rights ol capital as to put the best inter- 
ests of the people themselves ftt hazard." 


There is every reason to believe the 


farmers 'of this state are in full posses- 
sion of their sanity and will never again 
permit themselves to be utilized to fur- 
ther political ambitions. The control of 
railroad* in an enlightened, conservative 
manner is one thing and the control in- 
tended by the governor is" quite another. 


TAXING FOOD IN GHSXIMANY.

The essence of the Foraker amendment 


is ns followB: . 


"That nothing in the act to regulate 


commerce, approved Feb. 4, 1887,, or in 
the act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints,and moii6pol- 
iss, approved July 2, 1890, or in any act, 
amendatory of either of said acts, shall 
hereafter apply to foreign commerce or 
shall prohibit any act or any contract 
in restraint of trade or commerce among 
the several states, provided that such re- 
straint be reasonable, OK shall hereafter 
authorize imprisonment or forfeiture of. 
property 'as punishment' for any, viola- 
tion of such acts, except for perjury or 
contempt of court." 
. It is unfortunate in one way that this 
amendment was brought in at the.time 
it was, it being asserted the president 
of the, Pennsylvania.railroad, and '$. P. 
Morgan, were in Washington. It is not 
believed for a moment this had anything 
to do with the action .of Senator Fora- 
ker, but this insinuation has been widely 
published, and in a, presidential year per- 
nicious partisans arc apt to push any 
old thing .to' make trouble. Instead of 
pushing tlie-Foraker amendment as is 
stated will be' the case,, it will be Witch 
better to drop the matter, for as a party 
measure, the passage of the Cooper am- 
endments, will he of great value, while 
the effect of the.Foraker provision, can 
hardly be claimed to be of any. cheering 
effect upon Republican prospects.

Another bill has been introduced in 


oongrfess having for its purpose the do- 
Ing away with the1 beef trust. This is of 
course a worthy object but the govern- 
ment has had this matte;.: in charge for 
some time and it is yet before the 
courts. Proceedings were commcr.ced a 
year or two ago in Chicago and have 
been dragging their way through with 
an injunction which hits the object* aim- 
ed at in the Wade measure. The Wade 
biB, says a Washington, correspondent, 
"prohibits the transportation from one 
state to another of hogs and cattle for 
the purpose of destroying competitors 
in any community or for the purpose of 
selling to oiie dealer and not to another, 
or for the purpose of establishing retail 
stores at which goods are sold to the 
public at prices less than that command- 
ed by the meats in the op"en market. Mr. 
Wade proposes that violations of the 
provision^ of his bill-shall be punished by 
a fine of from $1,000 to $5iOOO for each 
offense, and:deprive the firms convicted 
of the use of the mails until they cease 
violating the law." 


Senator Quarles in a previous session 


introduced a bill which gets at this sub- 
ject, his bill is a law preventing combina- 
tions, trusts and syndicates from having 
different prices in. different sections of 
the country. But interested influences 
smothered the bill and it has not yet 
been revived. Hut there is one thing to 
be arranged for. The Wade meo-sure 
would forbid the beef trust from trans- 
porting cattle to -market where it was 
proposed to kill competition, would pre- 
vent the trust from selling to one dealer 
and not to another, and would, forbid the 
establishing of stores to sell at prices be- 
low the market. The markets now prac- 
tically everywhere are "in the perfect 
control of the so-called beef trust. In 
many places there, is but 
one supply 


store, the other packers presumably re- 
maining away by an understanding 'and 
there is consequently one price to pay 
or the local,butchers can leave it. If a 
bxitcher desires to buy from tbe packers 
at headquarters and tries to buy in bulk 
the chances are he will not have the op- 
portunity.-

ARE ILLEGAL 


Raclns Manufacturers 
to Fight 


Further Charges on SprinK- 


Hng System 


Declare Price of IO Cents a Head By Water Co. 


is Contrary to Franchise as Milwaukee 


Plants Receive Same Free-- 


Litigation is Promised 


'Agitation against the Racine .Water 


company for alleged overcharge of rates 
is becoming general. There are dozens 
of patrons coining to the front who 
claim that they have paid money to the 
corporation for wntftr they never used. 
Naturally they denounce this as an im- 
position and unfair. This, it is said, 
was brought about by reports of inspec- 
tors wno spent several months in tlie 
city last summer. 


The claim is made that if a man owns 


' a horse and has a barn on the premises 


he is charged for water for that horse 
whether the animal is supplied from the 
Water company hydrant or not and it is 
also claimed there are overcharges in 
many other directions. 


Soon there will be commenced litiga- 


tion by the manufacturers 
of 
Racine 


against the Water company" that will 
prove far more bitter than the one of 
the corporation against the city of Ra- 
einn to recover $180,000 for alleged ex- 
cessive use of water through the famous 
flushing tanks case which has just been 
dropped. 


According to the franchise of the Ra- 


cine Water company, that corporation 
is obliged to give the city fire protection. 
This is taken to mean all of the factor- 
ies. During the past eight or ten years 
si good per cent of the manufacturing 
concerns of the city have caused to be 
platted in their plants the sprinkling sys- 
tem, considered the very best of fire pro- 
tection. 


SETTLE FOR HALF OF BILL. 


The.Water company lias been charg- 


ing ten cents a head for this protection. 
A liesid is one of the tubes ivhcre water.' 
is supposed to escape in case of fire. One 
factory of the city has seven thousand 
heads connected with the system. This 
would mean $700 per year for the Ra- 
cine Water company. A bill for this 
amount was presented, but an objection 
was raised on the ground that not a sin- 
gle gallon of water was used dviring the 
year. Finally a compromise was made 
imi a settlement for that year arranged 
for $450. 


It is understood that the Water com- 


pany claim that a meter should be plac- 
ed in connection with this • system and 
that if no water was used there would 
be no charges. The insurance compan- 
ies demand that there shall be an unob- 
structed flow of water through, the' pipes 
unil that a meter might stop the flow to 
ii oertain extent, and then it might get 
out of order in the wrong time and for 
that reason no meters were plnced. 


Theve i« one factory in the city which 


has been paying !?50 per year for ten 
years, oil account of this sprinkling sys- 
tem and they have never used a gallon 
of watej. There are others who have 
paid double and triple the amount and 
used no water. While the Water com- 
pany claim this is an honest and legal 
charge, the manufacturers claim not and 
a meeting has been held and soon the 
question will be fought out in the high- 
est courts in the land, in fact one manu- 
facturer said lie was willing to pay all 
expenses for the litigation. 


Manufacturers point to the franchise 


of the company to prove that these 
charges are illegal and that the Water 
••mpany can be compelled to stop it 
and perhaps made to return what money 
has already been collected, amounting to 
many thousands of dollars. 


PROVISIONS OF FRANCHISE. 


Section VI of the franchise says the 


company shall at all times supply three 
hundred hydrants with sufficient water 
for tlie extinguishing of fires, for flushing 
sewerst and for fire department exhibi- 
tions, eto.; that the company shall im- 
pose certain rates not to exceed certain 
punis. These rates are 
01113 faucet for 


domestic- use of each family, $4.80; for 
each additional faucet. $1.80; bath tubs 
for domestic use provided with faucet, 
each $3.60; urinals for domestic use, 
each #2.40; hose for the use on lawn and 


window washing, $4.80;.-horses, cows, 
mules, each animal, $1.20. 


Then it. says: "for 
other domestic 


purposes, proportionate to the above." 


MILWAUKEE PAYS NOTHING. 


Following cornea a paragraph which 


reads: 
"Manufacturing;..and 
'special 


uses, rates to be based on quantities 
used, in no case to exceed rates contain- 
ed in Milwaukee rate book of 1885." 


This is where the Racine manufactur- 


ers claim they have the Water company. 
In the city of Milwaukee there arc hun- 
dreds of factories equipped with 
the 


sprinkling fire'protection system. Not a 
cent is charged for this protection, while 
in Racine, as has,been stated the Racine 
Water company, charges 10 cents per. 
head, rauging in factories from $50 to 
$700 .per year. Now this is according to 
the rates contained in the Milwaukee 
rate book of 1885 .and consequently the 
Racine Water company is expected to' 
live up to the franchise,and furnish the 
manufacturers .fire protection by .these 
sprinklers free of charge. 


TO BUY WATER PLANT? 


Another question of vital importance 


at this time is up to the,people of the 
city, and that is, whether they desire to 
buy the water plant at the expiration of 
the present franchise. If they do, now 
is the time to commence proceedings in 
that direction. Tho ordinance or fran- 
chise was approVed or granted by the 
council on Mafeh 19, 1886, and accepted 
by the Water company Mai'ch 29 of the 
same year. At the expiration of fifteen 
years from the completion of said works, 
and their acceptance by the /common 
council, and at the expiration of each 
BVR years period thereafter, the city has 
tho right to buy the works, including 
everything. 


PROVISO FOR ARBITRATION. 


The first five year period will expire 


within two years. The franchise says 
that if the company and the city council 
are unable to agree upon "a price for the 
works within forty days after notice is 
served, their value price shall be ascer- 
tained and established by three disinter- 
ested and reputable 'persons, non-resi- 
dents of Racine county and not owners 
of property in the city of Racine, one of 
whom shall be chosen by the city, one 
by the company and the third by the 
two so chosen. In case either party 
shall neglect to serve within thirty days, 
the judge of the United States court for 
the eastern district of Wisconsin, may, 
upon application,- appoint an appraiser 
on behalf of such neglecting party to 
serve, etc. 


VOTERS MUST CONSENT. 


The franchise further requires that in 


no case shall the city council purchase 
said water works without the assent of 
the electors of the city, to be ascertain- 
ed by first submitting the question to 
the-vote of the people of the olty of Ra- 
eine, at a special election to be held for 
that purpose. 
' 


If the city should decide to purchase 


the plant, it shall pay to the company 
the price fixed upon.

BLOOD POISONING 


FOLLOWS OPERATION 


Before Administration of Ether Coald 


be Stopped, Heart Had Ceased 


Beatiug--Death May Effect 


Racing Interests. 


-NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Septicaemia was 


the immediate cause of the death of 
William C. Whitney, former secretary 
of the navy, who passed away Tuesday 
evening. .A semi-official account of his 
laat hours is to tho effect that the toxin 
which produced petitonitis following the 
operation 
for • appendicitis, gradually 


spread through the tissues of the body 
until it reached the brain cells, when 
there was paralysis and death. 


The physicians had concluded to open 


the superficial wound and examine the 
area from which the pus was absorbed 
by the; train inserted after the operation. 
It was impossible to make this examin- 
ation without putting the patient under 
the influence of an anaesthetic on ac- 
count of the great pain.- Ether wa« ad- 
ministered, the wound was opened and- 
the lower part examined. While this 
was going on three doctors kept the 
closest watch of the patient's pulse and 
heart beats. Before the examination 
was concluded it was noticed that Mr. 
Whitney was sinking. The administra- 
tion of the ether was immediately stop- 
ped, but before its effect could wear off 
he was dead. 


ARRIVED TOO LATE. 


Mr. Payne Whitney, the second, and 


his wife, daughter of Secretary of State 
John Hay, arrived from Georgia a Jew 
hours too late. It-is said Harry Payne 
Whitney, .the elder son, never left his 
father's side. He was deeply affected,- 
owing to the strong attachment for his 
father, they having been almost con- 
stant companions. 


Mri. Atenerie Hugh Paget, the elder 


daughter, who has been living for sever- 
al years in London, is reported to have 
sailed, and it is aaid the family will,' if 
possible, delay the funeral until she ar- 
rives. 


Much interest is attached to the prob- 


able effect of Mr. Whitney's death upon 
his turf interests which were to have 
been wider during the coming season 
than. ever. 
ENTRIES'MAY "BE THROWN OUT. 


Under rule fll of the "Rules oi Rac- 


ing," all his entries for this year's stakes 
except produce stakes and events 
to 


which foal nominations weve made, are 
null and void, unless a transfer for the 
same was inudo at the last moment. If 
not it is said that 98 percent of the en- 
tries made by Mr. Whitney will be 
thrown out, thereby greatly depreciating 
the value of the many thoroughbreds 
heavily engaged. As to the disposition 
of the stable, nobody in authority will 
talk. 


It was decided today, that the funeral 


of the late William C. Whitney -will take 
Dte«e on Friday morning at 10 o'clock at 
Grace churoh. Admission to the church 
will be by card as the capacity of the 
building is limited. 


The interment will be at Woodlawn 


cemetery for which place a special train 
will leare the (frand Central station af- 
ter the services at the church. Paynn 
Whitney, who was summoned from Tho- 
masville.^Ja., is-expected here today. 


William C. Whitney was secretary of 


the mwy during Orover Cleveland's first 
administration, and whan he assumed 
office the rank of tbc Unfted States in 
the naval powers of tfte world was hard- 
ly in keeping with the standing of gome 
of the South American republics. He 
was instrumental in getting the steel 
plants of tlflg country to «nk*rk in the 
manufacture of armor and the forging 
of high power guns. It Is said he con- 
tributed from his own purse $250,000 to- 
wards ClevehM&'fi campaign fund.

RUSSIA A JAPAN 


Causes Leading Up to 
the Present Condition 
In the East—Charac- 
teristics of the Rus- 
sians and the Japs

N reviewing the present trouble be- 


tween Japan and Russia and its 
probable outcome it Is necessary 
to consider ..the. motive actuating 
;each of the parties to the conflict. -To- 
; Russia a war with Japan—or with any, 
other country, for that matter^—would 
mean ..territorial or other-aggrandize-, 
unent and nothing more. To Japan war, 
.with Rnssia means 'national existence 
•almost, for Japan, right or wrong, bag 
iconstituted herself tlie guardian of the 
east and wishes to appear before the 
iworld as' the oriflamme in the modern- 
•Ization of the orient. She has a, qnar- 
rcl with. Russia not only because she 
'dislikes the czar's methods with refer- 
ence to herself, but also because, if she 
Bhould permit him to go on as he baa 
[begun in the east, Japan will be forced 
forever into the background. Thus it 
IB that the mikado today has the sym- 
pathy of practically the entire civilized 
(World. He is standing for the rights of 
other nations besides his own, whereas 
fRussia stands for the rights of but one 
'nation—RuisSa. 
A New Japan. 


. Not that Japan likes Russia. 
Far 


from It. Indeed, she has good cause to 
'feel anything but friendly toward the 
."bear." She has never forgiven Russia 
•for the contemptible-part, that \country 
played !n the 'settlement between China 
and Japan. When the Ohlno-Japanese 
war began, there was not one 'military 
man. out of a hundred :who did not 
thinfe. that China would project her 
hordes into Korea and literally sweep 
the timorous Japs into the sea* Those 
who called attention to the fact: that 
Japan had succeeded' in- getting togeth-' 
er the nucleus of IE. very respectable 
navy were met with the statement that 
China" had been doing something along 
that lino herself, and that even on the 
aea she was apt to demonstrate that 
numbers would count over the slight 
additional Intelligence which it was 
conceded that Japan possessed. The 
battle of the i'alu put to rout the sup- 
porters of the Chinese'navy, and the 
flgbt at Port Arthur disposed, of what- 
ever consideration the Chinese army 
might previously have been entitled to. 
But, after all, It was not that China's 
prowess had been - overestimated. Ja- 
pan's simply had been underestimated. 
In short, it was the same old China 
which went to war, 'but a different, a 
,very different, Japan. 
Strong on Land and Sea. 
, When Japan, flushed with victory 
nnd anxious to emulate the example of 
the more liberal larger nations in her 
peace 
settlement,

Russia's disinterestedness: was ' ex- 


posed wlien on the pretext'of "pacify- 
ing" Manchuria she poured 200,000 
men into that country in 1900 and then 
after the war, of ..the allied nations 
against China contrived by every arti- 
fice, known to diplomacy to hold on to 
Manchuria. She had her railroad con- 
necting the Russian and Chinese cap- 
itals, _and naturally she was anxious to 
hold "on to the territory it traversed. 
Since then, while ,'the local, authorities 
have, b'eeo Chinese, they are. merely 
underlings of the '. Russian representa- 
tives; to whom everything must be re- 
ported. 


Pressure, however, finally became so 


strong and the other nations so insist- 
ent for some expression of Russia's ulti- 
mate intentions concerning Manchuria 
that Russia about a year ago formally 
declared that she would get out Oct., 8, 
1903*.- For-that: reason' the recent an- 
nouncement ,-that she intended to: re- 
main 'in Manchuria' practically perma- 
nently "in the iiaterest of outside enter- 
prises''^^ say nothing\of her own rail- 
roads and the coal'which"they need and 
which ; is found, in abundance in the 
mines of Manchuria) came as a thun- 
derclap from a clear,;.sky to .the few j 
diplomatists who' occasionally^ seriously 
regard the utterances 'of the czar's'gov- 
ernment. It was to tie exjpected tfiat 
this should be denounced as a .canard, 
but it Is pretty weH understood that 
the statement was inspired and was 
issued'as a feeler. If it was designed 
to produce results it disappointed no 
one, for England, Japan' and the Unit- 
ed States immediately asked what it 
all meant. Now Russia says that slie 
will get out when she considers it safe 
to do so, but she also declared at the 
close of the Chinese war that she would 
"soon" evacuate Manchuria. 


Japan kmew full-well that Russia 


would "consider it "safe" to get out of 
Ma'nenurta'concurrently with the blow- 
ing of the horn by the angel Gabriel, 
and Russia knew, tint Japan knew it 
The mikado then realized that the czar 
had practically announced that it was 
Japan's move. He therefore notified 
Russia that as the time for the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria had passed it was 
but right, with Korea (Japan's special 
charge, which had already costlier one

FuBat), a Japaneso colony In Korea, Is rapidly'-1 being connected by rail with Seoul 
through the efforts of the Japanese coveroment-i There Is rnlso a shor^t line b«twe«n 
Seoul and its seaport, Chemulpo.; On the map'the-dotted lines represent the. boundary 
between Korea and Manchuria and between-, Manchuria and 'Russia, th» parallel lints 
uncompleted railroads and the oheei|ter«d Une» railroads already built. 


. Bnt.slirewaasaretlieezar'sdiplomats, 
the mikado has about him a few men, 
like Ito and Komura, who know a bit 
about diplomacy themselves. 
They 


had^ permitted the Russians to go on 
and on and on assuming that the Japs 
had forgotten that Manchuria ia> still 
on the rna'p. They were merely biding 
their time. Therefore when the Rus- 
sian statesmen, in response to .one of 
their notes dealing with Korea and the 
"issue" there, received'.* fcomiaunica- 
tion from Tokyo bodily^ shifting the 
.whole discussion back to Manchuria, 
whence it had originally begun and 
where It really belonged, there was bat 
one thing to do—assume to ignore it 
This they did, and this Japan refused 
to accept as being a warranlJabie1 posi- 
tion on the part of Russia.' As Russia 
could, not well affiord.fto. back ,down 
after having been checkmated In what 
she had regarded as a very clever bit 
of land grabbing, a clash, then became 
Inevitable. 
, 


When two nations spring at each 


other's throat, figuratively speaking, 
thera are more things to be considered 
in speculating upon the probable out: 
come than mere numbers of men or 
ships. After all, it is the individual 
who brings success. American soldiers 
are regarded as being of more value 
In the field than the soldiers of any 
nation, and yet from tbe strictly tech- 
nical standpoint they are probably tbe 
poorest soldiers in the world. Except 
for the handful of men who constitute 
the regular army, the United States 
has no troops ready to do field duty as 
It is understood in Germany and'Rus- 
sia and even in France. Tbe condi- 
tions render that unnecessary.' But, 
as has been demonstrated! on several 
occasions, the American in six months 
is converted into-the most valuable' 
military man the world has ever seen. 
That Is'because he is a thinking Indi- 
vidual. Your well Zlriljed man is all 
right so long as he has officers to lead 
him, but the moment the head disap- 
pears the army becomes a disorganized 
moli, not knowing what to do or how 
to do it With, the American the of- 
ficer's principal duty la to let his men 
know what he wishes them to do. 
That is all that is necessary. Tbe men 
find a'way to do It, and the officers 
don't bother to inquire too closely into 
the methods wlrlch brought about the 
desired result. 
Japan's Transformation. . 


But even the American soldier Is in 


a measure put in tbe shade by tbe Jap, 
for the latter is full to bursting of en- 
thusiasm born of his self assumed di- 
rectorship of clvilimtion in tbe east 
Regarded, as a nation, Japan ts new; 
regarded aa soldiers, tbe Japanese are 
so new that tie paint hasn't 7«t worn 
off. But tkey h*v« the rigat spirit, and 
they -have demonstrated to tk« world 
that they ar« In earnest A brtof re- 
trospect Jost here may serve t» sbow 
the realty wonderful strides made by 
the Japanese. 
', 


From the appearance of Perry and 


bis, fleet In Yeddo Day, July 8, 1853, 


Japan,- made, war on the suogun's 
troops and signally worsted them. Thus 
did'the young emperor find himself 
placed .on the throne of which his an- 
cestors had been deprived centuries be- 
fore. 
Birth of a Nation. 


The ultimate result, of the rebellion 


was anything but pleasant even for 
those daimios who bad participated, in 
the, restoration of the mikado. Grad- 
ually falling under,tlie:sway of,/culti- 
vated and liberals minded!;statesmen, 
the; youthful Mutsuhito";began>to>exer- 
cisej bis titular prerogatives 'In a -way 
that Was contrary to* all Japanese tra- 
ditions! For tlils 'change; two-'meh, ,Who 
have since been promin&UyVidehtifled 
with. Japanese poUacs,';were largely re- 
sponsible, these two heing'.the. Marquis 
Hirobnml Ito and Count Inouye, the 
former's lifelong 
• friend and political 


coadjutor. Chiefly aa a result of their 
efforts the policy of cultivating the for- 
eigner sprang into being, and it was 
also,in no small measure owing'to them 
that the mikado announced his inten- 
tion of providing the country with an 
up to date western parliament. Then it 
was that the daimios surprised them- 
selves and the world by taking a step 
which insured the' solidarity of the em- 
pire and its future high position among' 
the nations of the world. Voluntarily 
they agreed to surrender all tbe privi- 
leges hallowed in, their eyes by centu- 
ries of custom and at the saine time 
promised- toVdo their; utmost to further 
theJnterests of a united Japan. 
A Factor; In the Far East. 


In this'act can be discerned what has 


since been widely recognized.-as one 
of the most distinguishing traits ot-this 
most /remarkable people-rthe readiness 
to yield life itself if by the death of 
the individual good will accrue to the 
commonwealth. But self sacrifice alone 
cannot account for the progress Japan 
hns made, nor, for that matter, can 
tie faculty .for imitation which the 
Japanese possess to so great a degree. 
Their adaptability to western civiliza- 
tion, their willingness to accept 'the 
novel In the place of ..the customary, 
their amenability to discipline, all.of 
which nave become proverbial In speak- 
ing of Japan—in a word, their liberal- 
ity is duetto their Innate quickness in 
tbe direction Of mental initiative. 


It was tbe Chine-Japanese war of 


1894-95 that first aroused the civilized 
world to a lively interest in the doings 
of the Land of the Rising Sun. Nearly 
everybody predicted when the war be- 
gan that the aggressive little bantam 
would speedily be crushed by the sliear 
weight of tbe Unwieldy old rooster,- but. 
few took Into account tbe fact that o 
nation that has,just' come into its own 
is much more likely to be able to take 
care of itself than are; a people decay- 
ing under the obsolete rale of an effete 
dynasty.

Not only are, the Japanese soldier* 


brave and well disciplined; but llvy 
are also b!*ss«l with grcnl agilily nutl 
a physical strength that one Vould not 


in" such - mites - of humanity. 


Tbelr •tnangtb, as mar be inxglMd, 
was time and,again tested during that 
trying nwrcij jn the summer of 1900. 
Their, ngillty was at "all times in evi- 
dence, but perhaps never more so than 
during the storming of Tientsin. 


Qniet, orderly, polite, earnest—such 


are some more'of the qualities'of'these 
sane tiny warriors wbo never fail to 
salute tbe officers of every nation, en- 
.dure without murmur all that military 
life entails, accept tilaukfully their sti- 
pend of |1.50 a month and can live and 
thrive on a diet in wbich rice is tbe 
prevailing staple, and little enough of 
that, let tbe, Japanese soldier does 
not retrograde Into a mere fighting ma- 
chine." He knows how to think, he 
knows bow to act as occasion demands". 
In tbe individual, as in the race, is 
found' that faculty which works so 
largely for'the greatness of^a nation— 
tbe faculty* of mental Initiative. 
The Russian Army. 


And now for a glance at the other 


side of the picture. It would be futile 
to contend that, the Russian army Is 
not one of the most powarful war en- 
gines the world has ever seen. : Equally 
absurd would-It be to-hesitate to ad- 
mit that the Russian soldier, from the 
old world bypertechnlcal standpoint, is 
not one of the best that military science 
IB capable of producing. 


Bussia has tbe- greatest army on 


earth. It consists of over 1,000,000 
men in times of peace, which may eas- 
ily be increased to 4,000,000.. in the 
event of war. "The magnitude of tbe 
czar's military establishment may tfe 
realized if one considers: the fact that 
the Russian army even on a peace foot- 
ing contains more officers alone than 
the American army has of both officers 
and men. 
. On a peace footing, as at present-* 
constituted, the armies" of the czar are 
made up of about 62 per cent infantry, 
12 per cent cavalry, 14 per cent nrtiK 
lery, 3 per cent engineers,. 3 per cent 
commissariat and departmental: troops 
and 6 per cent Cossacks. These pro- 
portions give but little idea, however, 
of the relative Importance of the va- 
rious armslof thei service.', .While^by no 
means tbe largest numerically, the 
most conspicuousLand effective portion 
of the army III tbe cavalry, together 
with the kindred though irregular 
body of troops known as'the Cossacks. 


In fact, Rnssia places cliief reliance 


on her war horses. Of these .there are 
4,000,000 in the empire"that have bad 
actual training }n the army and that 
can be requisitioned in case of emer- 
gency for cavalry duty. 
A Mighty War Engine. 


And the horsemen! They have no 


eqxial in the world, these wild riders 
of Russia. It is probably due to tbe 
great plains and the vast'distances' to 
be-traversed that tlie Muscovites'are 
veritably reared in the saddle. Cer- 
tainly there are no other people who so 
love the horse, who so cultivate, him 
and who have such mastery over him. 
As' a result tbe; Slavic empire has al 
most half of the" horses of the world. 
As another result the men ride.like 
cowboys. 


Every year a million men become eli- 


gible to enter the Russian army. As 
only about 300,000 are required, over 


composed at tbe peasant «r tttmtt 
serf class, tbe cimtttra of which ar* 
illiterate, ocaspbinft itoiht, slavish, bnt 
withal hardy, courageous an<l'sIt,1nlBr- 
ly devoted. In fact, no nation pu earth 
bun the solidarity -that marks; Hussla. 
With all its divergent etemints, it !• 
still' tbe rnbrt completely~kntt together 
ot any empire now In rexistence. The 
Muscovite Is taught the submergem* 
of self. Obedience Is the prime virtue. 
It is drilled into tike citizen that b* ex- 
ists only for the cxar. 
Muscovite Peculiarities. 


The Ruuian IB gregarious in a mark- 


ed degree.. The communal life has ex- 
isted In his villages from time Imme- 
morial. ' This sort of rough, elemental 
altruism Is carried into the army and Is 
in fact its' distinctive spirit'. It mark* 
the Muscovite soldier aa peculiar.' 'it 
gives binl a certain stolid bravery 
which was recognised in the famous 
remark of Napoleon that "it is not 
enough to kill a Russian Kridte; you 
most also push him over." 


This habit of personal effacement, of 


blind obedience, ot almost slavisbpeu, 
is shown nowhere more plainly than In 
the manner of the private eoWler Jn, ad- 
dressing an officer. He stands rigidly 
at "attention" with his hand at his cap 
throughout the entire conversation.. He 
never presumes to answer a question 
with a direct "yea" or"no,".but with a 
qualified "quite so" or "not exactly so." 
He invariably oses the title of "your 
excellency" or "your illustrlousness" or 
"your nobUMy" or even "your high n* 
bility."

Russia, the Undefeated.

The diet of the Muscovite when in' 


tbe field is simplicity Itself. It Is 
largely vegetarian. Cabbage soup, po- 
tatoes, peas, beans, macaroni and vari- 
ous kinds of porridges are the staple 
foods. These, with the black rye bread 
anil occasionally a small amount; of 
'meat, make up the army fare. VTCet, 
like the Roman soldier,;who also lived 
on a vegetable, diet,, these'men can en- 
dure hardships such as thef ordinary 
: civilian" can scarcely'- conceive. '•• The 
"moving kitchen" 'IsJatie feature of 'the 
Russian camp that"is unique and that 
ia.being copied bj; other*European ar- 
mies. It is what its name implies, a 
veritable kitchen ion wheels that ac- 
companies the army on all its marches, 
as indispensable as its camp equipages, 
its artillery and its ammunition—in 
fact, it supplies the ammunition for the 
human war machines, furnishing dy- 
namic force that when released in time 
of battle is 'burled against the enemy 
with terrific effect. 


Russia- has: never been defeated, if 


the rather inconclusive Crimean wsr be 
excepted. Steadily, resistlessly, she has 
spread her dominion over Finland, over 
Poland, over Turkey, over Manchuria. 
Even the matchless genius, of a Kapo- 
leon was unequal to the task of pene- 
trating this human mass. Ko,nation of 
either ancient or modern times has ever 
been so unified, so organic. 


In the matter of navies there is little 


to choose between Russia.and Japan. 
Russia has more ships, but many of 
them are locked up in the Black sea, 
and many more rf them dare not leave 
the Baltic. Then, too, while a fair pro-
